Ag interesting nd anything In the mavazine is
Profesaor Coppee’s paper on Jasmin, “The Last
ol the Tronbadours" the Proveneal barbor-poet,
known to most English readers solely through
Lougfellow’s fine translation of his exquisite
poem, “The Blind Girl of Castel-Cuille:”

dacyues dasmin was born st Agen, the chiof
town of the Department of Lot-ot-Guronne. I
is worth nothiong that the elder Seallger died
and the youoger was born here, bocause thelr
fame scoms to have dwell in the momory and
affected the imagination ol Jasmin, He be-
came, he says, o dreamer by the fountain when.
he was told that “a Tamous welter, Jules-Caanr
Bealiger, had made his immortal verses chime
with the sound of its silver wave.”

We are indebled to one of Lis earlior poems,
“Mons Sonbenia” Ones sowvenirs), which ap
peared In 1880, for o shinple and tonching ne-
count of his early career; he deseribes the hard-
r.l.]‘-l-l-. and extreme poveriy ol his }'n'illl‘ and
gives 0 humorous acveount of his peceadiiloes,
The Jdasmins, for generations, hnd the unfortu-
pate habit of dying In the almshonse, and he
touchingly describes the parting with his poor
old grandfather, as, overcome by poverty and
glekne=<, he set2 off witerlng Tor the same
final  resting-place Onee  the Jasmin
family  were  withont  bread, and  his
mother’s weddinge ring, en dernier
ressort, went to the pawnbroker's to furnlsh o
meal, wdd when it enme, how the children
Jaunghed and shoated, and ate, oblivious of the
morrow ! The furnitare of the old room, Lhiow
meagre ! Then come bis lessons at the chureh
seminary or eharity school, and the story of his
progress; in tix months he had learned to read,
six months nfter he was an ncolyte o the mass,
again six monthe pass, and he is o singer in the
choiy, Intoming  the  Tanfum e,
comie { of his  firgt  love
BOTAJie; ! wmd  locked up,
but passes the time in stealing the preserves of
the superior—an unpardonable sing and thus, six
months atter, be s driven awoy acenrsed,

At length, behold hlm 1o the nadsonetl
apprentice to the barber, o learn *the silver
secrets of the razor and the comb”™ But
while he leavped to make and dress wigs,
to cut hadr and o shave, the burning paasion
of soug came upon him., His leisure time
was  pasged  in reading, but he revolved
poems in his mind and sang them even with the
geissors or mzor in his hand. Ie read Florian
aud Ducray Dwninil, fell in love with the lan-
gunge of Extelle, and determined to write in
“that sweet patois which she spoke so charm-
ingly.” With a erowd he went to the theatre,
and he was In ecstacies at the play, the musie,
the scenes; ali,

e quie de pals nouvels

Oh coumo ¥y cauton bien! quin parin
> tendre.”

With such simple events, a double existence, he
says, was engendered within him; the one crav-
ing a solitude in which he “‘dreamed a thou-
gand sweet things,” the other seeking the gay
world with its myrind pleasares. At cighteen
be marvied, dfessed for tM® occasion in his
“dyed cap, blue coat, and coarse shirt with a
eallco front.” Then In the hey-dey of youth,
and feeling the aiftatus of poetry, the gquestion
naturally arose whether he should shave or sing
for o living; but s¢eing in o country paper the
sage conpleti—

Pegsns was the horde that bore

Poets 1o the alishouse door,"

he made his final determination that he wonld
ghave for n living and sing for pleasure, aud he
never deviated from this determination.

This is a very simple recital, tnken from the
souvendrs, but they are thronghoutillustrative of
the man; proud of his poverty, prond of his
trade, and proud of bis verses, .

His first published work, and one which im-
mediately gave him renown, was Lou Chalihari
(Le €harivard), a mock-herole poem, conceived
without a knowledge of Homer and the schools,
so correctly, and exceuted so powerfully, that,
in the opinion of Nodier, it contests the prize
with the Luirin of Bollean and fLa Seechia Ka-
pita (the rape of the bueket) of Tassoni. In 1855
appeared his little pastoral epic L'Abuglo de
Castel-cuille (the Blind Girl of Castel-Caille),
of which Leon de Lavergne speaksas “Celle
touchante histolre qul  a  fwit  verser (ant
e larmes  sur  toute  la lgne  des
Pyrences.” Although it has  leen  ren-
dered by Lopgfellow in  Epglish as well
a8 both idioms would admii, there are a
freshness and paturalness in the story, anfl a
harmony and tenderness In the language of the
original, which are not even approached in the
translation. In 1840 he gave to the world his
Franconneto (Franconnette),which he dedicated
to the city of Toulouse, ind which eminent
eritics have considered his Lest poem.  The elite
of Toulouse had given him n banguet In 1836,
and the President had offered ns n sentiment,
“The adopted on of the city of Toulouse—Jas-
min.” This poem was his response.

In 1840 he published Lls Mallro I'Inoucento
(Orazy Mayvtha), which, if not so much a work
of varied art, is o still maore teuching story than
Franconnette. The next year appeared les
Deus Fyeves Juineauws ( Lousdus frays bessous),
and In 1849, La Semaine d'un Fils (Lo semmano
d'un fil).

We have mentioned only his principal posms;
his minor verses are all striking and beantiful;
but we must pass them Ly, 1o sy that, with all
the shuplicin causality, and freshuess of
the improvisatore, in scemivg, the poetry of
Jusmin +is Jno reality thoroughly labored and
chatie. 1t comes, Indeed, fresh from the heart,
and speaks to the beart, It is In the langunge of
the people; there Is no rhetorical artlfice; he was
ftnorant  of the echools, but, like o skilful

alnter, he works by rules, although self-tanght,

le makes the cartoon, be studles hig perdous
and groups from life, he sprends Lils eanvas, and
be epares no labor to make his figures speak nnd
live before us. Ills poems are thus cabinet

fetures of rarg truth and rare finish.

here s @ passage in his life which 1-
lustrutes Lis high appreciution of the labor justly
demanded by the art of poetry, and In whick he
speaks ndmirably for himself. Toere was o cer-

o' canonr, but the shiaple Hie of the peasant and
a pure morality never tarnished by the humid
brcath of lust.

Jasmin never lost his simplicity, but with it
he always had o bharmlesg, and what may be
called a self-protecting, vanity. e estimated
Limself at his real valie: he thonght himself the
ezt modern poet France had produced.  Titled
vigltors, who came to hear him read, he reeeived
in his humble honse with gennine good humor,
but without obsenquionsness.  They eame to him,
andd he obliged them: be wanted nothing they
conld bestow, 1le was the poet-hero of Agen,
which gave him o golden crown; at Lyous he
received two crowns,  1ie was the adopted. child
of Toulouse. Allnred to Daris, he wns Kindly
recelved by Louis Philippe nnd his family, in-
vested with the Legion dhopnenr, and, whal he
estecmed much more, wag honored with a ban-
quet by the barbors of Parls. At the seanoe of
the French Academy on the 20th of Angust, 1852,
he reccived the *“extraordinary prize” of five
thousand france;, on presenting which M. Ville-
main, the distinguished litterateur and perpetual
secretary, pronounced o Inudatory disconrse of
great beanty and finigh, in which, after men-
tioning his other elaims to this prize, he suys:—
“Another glory of this original tnlent, a Lil‘?c by
which It seeks the literary crown, is that it
breathes only the justest and purest sentiments—
God, country, the family, {uw: well bestowed
and faithful, gratefol friendship, zeal In the
cause of the poor, the orphan, the suffering, for
the village chureh, for the ruined home of the
good priest, for the statue of the hero.” To
whom else among the brilllant erowd of modern
French writers could such an eloge helong ?

Often urged to come into the sunlight of
patronage or court faver at Lyons and Paris, and
to repose upon Lis lanrels, he nlways refused,
and returned happy and contented to the mai-
gometle blewe, wliere he died on the 6th of Octo-
ber, 1884,  We have reserved for another paper,
should time and space warrant, a version of his
story of Crazy Martha (Mallro L' Inoucenio),
which our readers, we feel sure, will thonk us
for bringing to thelr knowleege,

Seleet Broanch—resident Stokley ocenpied
the chair, There was a quorum present, the
reading of the journal was presented and the
business went on.

An invitation was received and accepted to
visit the Teachers® Institute mecting, to-day,
at Musical Fund Hall.

The resolutions of the Board of Control, re-
ported in our issue of Wednesday last, asking
for certain appropriations, were referved to
Committee on Schools,

A communication from certain workmen
employed in cleaning the streets, asking weans
to draw their pay, was referred,

A long printed communication was roceived
from the Schuylkill Navigation Company,
making claim on the corporation for giving it
water. It sets forth:

That, by the contracts of the company with the
city for the use of the water power created by the
erection of the dam in the river Schuylkill, near
Failrmount, it is in effect stipulated that, whenever
by the use of the water of the river at that point,
tor the purposes of navigation and for water power,
the water is drawn down to the top of said dam,
then the city shall stop using said water power un-
til the water risges to the top of the dam, thereby
leaving the whole of the water for the purposes of
navigation, and ouly granting to the city the right
to uee a8 water power any surplus of water that
may then be left.

Townrd the olose ol July it became necessary
for the Company to call ou the clty for a compli-
ance with these contrncts. The agents of the city
stopped the use of the water as water power, so
that navigation was only partiatly interfered with.
Buton the Iith day of August, the agentsof the
city having at that time drawn the water consider-
ably below the top of the dam, refused to shut off
the water from their machinery, thereby atopping
the navigation of the river, and greatly damuging
memorinllets.

On the 14th of Angnst, while thig state of things
continued, the Chief Enginser of the Water De-
partment made an application reéquesting that the
navigation of the river should bewholly suspended,
and thut the olty shonld be pormitted to use the
whole of the witer of the river until the famine
for water was paseed. The Ohlef Engineer stated
he bhad no power to bind the cil.ly to indemnify the
Company for the damage which might oeour, yet
exprissed the conviction that a full indemnity
would be pecorded by the city, In answer to this
application the Navigation Company at once or-
dered their locks to be closed, and several of their
upper dams to be drawn. This arrangement was,
on the 23d day of August, commuunicated to your
bodies at & speoinl meeting. At sald meeting the
action of the Chier I-:u%hmnr and of the Commitiee
on Water was approved of, the liability of the city
for indemmnity was recognized, and an appropris-
tion of twenty-five thousand u.iullnrs was made, to
be paid on socount of said indemnity,

EIJlm stoppage of navigation has continued for

Toestimate that, nccording to the regular
running of their boats, it wonld take five days for
them to reach the loeks at Fairmount from the

have pald thereon for the expenscs of lateral rail-
roads, for shipping conl, and for drawbacks—these
being the only deductions that should be made, as
all the other current expenses of the Company have
remained unchanged. '

By the pontract between this Company and the
Phlladelphia and Reading Railroad Company,
relative to the ledses and working of certain lateral
rallronds in Schuylkill county, it s stipnlated that
If she anthrselte conl trade 18 not, by working un-
der said contructs, divided between them (n cartaln
proportions, the party having an excesa shall pay
to the other twenty-five cents per ton for such ox-
cers. But that i the works of elther Company
during that perlod of the year which runs from the
Ist of April to the 16th of Decomber shall not be in
use, the computation of the coal trade for the as-
certainment of the respective portions of the par-
tivk ehinll, while snch suspension of use continues,
be suspended nlso,

By the stoppage of the hunsiness of the Navign-
tiom Company by the city this suspension of com-
putation of tonnage i= now in force, and the loss
thereby cnused Is considered a fair and legitimate
item in the matter of indemnity.

Weo theretore gk that immediate measnres shall
be taken by your bodies for n settlement based on
the foregoing principles, and that payment shall
be made tor the time that has already been lost by
the bontmen nnd the Navigoation Company; and
that, If the stoppage shiall be continued for a longor
period, weekly settlements shall be made, and pay-
ment thercof’ bo accordud on the same basis,

Adopting the prinoclples above suggested, it s
estimated that the presont elaim against the gity
amounts to upward of four hundrod thousand lol-
lars, which would be about egually divided between
the boatmen and the Navigation Company, anid on
this large sum only twenty-five thousand dollars
linve yet heen pald.

In conclusion your memorialists will state that
in making out their elaim for indemnity they have
endeavored to place it on the most favorable ground
for the city, and they feel that your bodies will be
checrfully and cordially sustained by the public in
a sottlement that will be charncterized by its just
as well as equitable features.

Cittes Schuylkill Navigation Cowpany, Septeme-
ver 16, 1869,

The memorial was debated at length, It
was explained by Mr, Smith, of the Twenty-
sgcond ward, that the sneers lately indulged
in at the non-payment of certain parties for
services in using steam fire engines to pump
water into Fairmount basin, were expended
usclessly. Until an appropriation is made for
the purpose the payment of such services is
not possible.

Mr. King said that his coufidence in the
Chief Engineer of the Water-works was such
that he would vote for anything that that gen-
tleman might require.

The memorial was ultimately referred to the
Committee on Water, with the understanding
that their action shall be immediate.

The ordinance appropriating $25,000 to pay
expenses ineurred in keeping up the supply of
water during the late drought, in the various
basins, was passed.

The status of the City Treasury was thus
reported: cash balance $1,052,611.

Mr. Cattell, of the Committee on Girard
Estate, presented an ordinance directing the
superintendent of the Girard Estate to exe-
cnte a leage for ten years of a mining tract in
Schinylkill connty, to the Knickerbocker Ice
Company. This waspassed.

One directing that $80,000 of the last year’s
income from the Girard estate, now lying un-
used, be invested in the scrip of the city loans,
was also agreed to.

A message, announcing the expected arri-
val in this city of the California Pioneer Asso-
ciation, on the 25th inst, was received. The
Mayor asks that some municipal action should
be taken relative to extending the municipal
hospitality.
